of a law by the late legislature au- 
thorizing the county judge to ap- 
point a probate clerk with general 
civil and ministerial powers and the 
authority to issue all processes and 
notices from the county court. This 
new under-office to the county court 
"will afford all citizens who inay have 
probate business opportunity to ob- 
tain ready as well as deliberate ser- 
vice. 
On account of the powers and 


duties ot the county judge in matters 
relating to trial of civil and crimin- 
al cases, since this county affords a 
large docket o£ each class, it be- 
came imperative that Judge Terrell 
have assistance 
if that important 


branch of the 
county court, 
l>ro- 


bate 
business, should 
be awarded 


proper attention. 
Judge Terrell has 


appointed an Ada attorney, Thomas 
P. Holt, to this position of clerk 
whose duties it appears will involve 
the laborious business of attending 


the probate business of this coun- 


ty. Mr. Halt has assumed his duties 
n the new position. Mr. Holt is also 
city attorney of Ada. When he ac- 
cepted the position at the court house 
where careful attention must be siv- 


to the interest of_ the 
children 


with estates and the' general probate 
rights of the people, it was pre- 
sumed that his resignation would be 
forthcoming as city attorney. But not 


the rather startling information 


comes that Mr. Holt in the face of 
what ought to be—if aint—constitu- 
tional prohibition, clings to two of- 
fices. Whether or not a citizen can 
hold two separate and distinct oirfi- 
:es, one under the municipal govern- 
ment, and one under the county gov- 
ernment when the necessary and es- 
sential duties of each involve enough 
to keep this dual officer busy all the 
time and to the 
full 
limit of his 


ability and when the emoluments— 
the money and the honor—obtained 
through each are amply enungh to 
maintain a dignified support for him, 
the News is not lawyer enough to 
judge, but this much the judgment of 
the News foretells; the citizens of 
Ada, regardful of the extreme neces- 
sity at this time when new import- 
ant laws effecting municipalities are 
becoming in effect and when this city 
is contemplating ranch municipal im- 
provement, will demand a city attor- 
ney who has more legal information 
and more interest in the city than the 
mere trial of a whiskey peddler or 
collection of a fine from a woman 
who may be classed as a vagrant.

believed, that Mr. Holt during' the 
more than a year incumbency of the 
office of city attorney, has been of 
very little value to the city as a 
legal adviwor, that lie received more j 
money from the city as city attor-' 
ney than any" previous city attor- i 
ney and that the amount received con-' 
situ ted a rattling good 
salary 
for 


him and that during the most' of his 
time, he was also holding a federal 
office, that of referee in bankruptcy.
